A hox car near the Louisville 
and Atlantic depot at Irwin, was 
discovered on fire. The tire was 
extinguished and the body of a 
man wns found in the car. The 
head, both legs, and both arms 
were burned otf, but it is thought 
by a portion of the vest remaining 
unburned that the body is that of 
a negro Inborer. 

Capt. C. C. Calhoon, of Lexing- 
ton, who is in Washington by or- 
der of Gov. Beckham for the pur- 
poso of ascertaining the status of 
war accounts between Kentuoky 
and the Federal Government, has 
discovered that $917,704.o2 is due 
Kentuoky as interest on money 
expended in supplying troops for 
the Union during the Civil War. 
It will lie necessary for congress 
to pass an aot before the money 
can be obtained. 

The Cincinnati Enquirer last 
wink published the probable pref- 
erences of the members of the gen 
eral assembly, giviug MoCreaiy 
2't sure and probably 11 more; 
Cnntrell 10, Wheeler 17, Smith 15 
and 13 non-committal. The same 
paper on Saturday gave interviews 
with 7'.) Senators and Kepresenta- 
tives and summed up the result 
as follows: "Of tha Legislators 
and Senators seen 92 were pledg- 
ed to MoCreary, 13 to Wheeler, 9 
to Oantrell, 4 to Smith and 1 to 
Allen, while 18 refused to oojtomit 
themselves. Four named MaCrea 
ry as second ohoice, and 1 Whee- 
ler and 2 Oantrell. Of the 0 non- 
committal members 5 are known 
personally favor MoCreary. " 



Hopkinsville, Ky., Dec. Hi. — It 
has been discovered that John Fe- 
land, who is contesting the elec- 
tion of Senator D. S. Edwards, is 
ineligible for the office under Sec- 
tion 3,745 of the Statutes. He now 
holds a salaried position under tho 
State administration, at tho Asy- 
lum here, being Secretary of the 
Board of Commissioners. He has 
held the position for four years, 
and still holds it. He was ineli- 
gible at tho time he was voted for. 
This effectually disposes of Fo- 
laud's proposed contest. 

Four Years for Tom Ross. 

Tom Ross, who has been on tri- 
al for murder in tho Livingston 
oounty circuit court, was sentenc- 
ed to fonr years in the penitentia- 
ry. Three years ago he and his 
brother, Reuben Ross, became en- 
gaged in a tight with Walter 
Hooks, and Reuben Ross stabbed 
i Hooks in the head, killing him. 



Sent Checks Before Death. 

It is true that the lost aot of N. 
B, Pollard, the sheriff of Trigg 
oounty, before he committed sui. 
oide was to send a check for only 
$4,000, while the books of the Au- 
ditor show that PoHard owed $5,- 
469. This leaves $1,469 that will 
have to be ncoountod for out of 
Pollard's estate dr by his bonds- 
men.

SCHLEY CENSURED

Majority of the Court But Admi- 
ral Dewey Praises Him. 



Tlio Schley Court of Inquiry 
Ikis found Rear Admiral Scliloy 
culpable on eleven of the charges 
contained in the precept. Admi- 
ral Powey, however, dissents, and 
finds strongly in favor of Bohley. 
I 'wing to lapses of time no recoin- 
rnendation for punishment is made 
Tha court finds Sch'ey negligent, 
diaobadiaoti vascillating, dilatory, 
lacking in enterprise, and while at 
ona point saying he was courage- 
ous in battle at another says: "Tha 
turn of the Brooklyn was made tu 
a\ oi 1 getting her into dangerous 
proximity to the Spanish vessels." 
In short, Schley's entire course, 
from the departure from Kaj 
Wfal to tho Hodgson newspaper 
controvaray, is condemned. Dew- 
ey, on the other hand, says his 
movement! wore made with all 
possible dispntch, considering the 
importance of keeping bunkers 
well 1 i I loci and the squadron as a 
unit, that the blockade, both of 
Santiago and Cieufuegos were ef- 
fective, and finally: "Commodore 
Schley was the senior officer of 
our squadron off Baotiago when 
tho Spanish escaped on tho mor- 
n in _r of July 1898. tlo was in 
absolute command and was enti- 
tled to the credit duo such com- 
manding officer, for the glorious 
victory which resulted in the total 
destruction of the Spanish fleol." 

Sentiment in Congress seems to 
bo against bii investigation of the 
Schley case. The opinion seoms 
to 4)e that the people accept Dew - 
ey's verdiot. There will be an at- 
tempt at a congressional investi- 
gation, but^it will probably be 
blocked by the Republicans. Some 
members favor a vote of confi. 
dence in Schley, as an endorse- 
ment of Dewey's findings. Much 
depende on the wishes of Schley's 
friends. Soli ley is preparing to 
sue the publishers of Maclay's 
'history." Maolay says he is flB« 
dioated by the court, and that 
his history will bland as at proa- 
ont.

An interesting side-light upon the 
nutritive values of different kinds of 
food is furnished hy an editorial in 
the London Lancet treating of the 
quantity of wuter to be found in 
many well-known articles of human 
diet. It appears, for example, that 
the turnip contains over N per cent, 
of wuter, the cabbage Hearty the 
same amount, and the cucumber and 
the vegetable murrow about U per 
cent.; while amongst fruits the 
strawberry contains marly '•>•> per 
Cent, of water, the apple 13 per cent. 

stid grapes N per cent. Bran the 

rarlOUl meats used BS food contain 
an amount of water far in excess of 
the amount of solid constituents. 
ThUS three-fourths of beef anil mut- 
ton consult of water. Lamb contains 
leas water, namely, 04 per cent., 
pork still less, lib. 'J per cent, and 
bueon only S~.'3 per rent. It would 
appear tbBi as the flesh foods in- 
crease iu the amount of fut the pro- 
portion of water, us a rule, ilim'ui- 
u-hes. Coming to birds, the flesh of 
Ike fowl Bad duck contains about 70 
per cent, of water, and that of the 
piireon 7.". per cent., while the flesh of 
the goose contains only :;s per cent., 
the last being another example of 
the fat increasing with a correspond- 
ing diminution in the proportion of 

water, fishes aontaln from 40 to bo 

per cent, of water. The egg, one of 
the most powerful of nutritives, con- 
tuin.s M.J p,. r cent, of water, the 
white consisting of M per cent, and 
the yolk of 30.!) per cent. The lat- 
ter, of course, is the more nourish- 
ing part. As a rule, foods containing 
a small proportion of water are not 
tit for human consumption until they 
are cooked, which commonly means 
reducing them to a digestible .state 
by adding water und boiling.

1 found 
Unit one wire running east and west, 
and up into the air through a ring 
uloft, when brought into connection 
with another high wire running north 
and south, caused, when one of the 
terminals wus grounded, u slight 
excess of atmospheric electric action 
in the wire extending east und west, 
and ucross the line of the earth's 
magnetic pole, which extends nearly 
north and south. 

The three steel wires were raised in 
the form of an immense church spire, 
with a base about MM feet across.

There are several styles of rain 
gauge in use. Some of them are self 
recording. The most common type 
is that here described, however, und 
this culls for the use of a measuring 
stick in addition to the gauge proper. 

The instrument is composed of 
three parts: An adjustible top, or 
collector, indicated at A in the draw 
ing; a tube, or holder, it; and un 
overflow attachment, C. The top is 
made wide and flaring, so as to catch 
ns much water us possible, und is pro* 
vided with a short tubular projection 
at the bottom to fit into the tube. 
The tube is deep and slender, uc-

curate measurement being promoted 
by this means. 

The diameter of the top is eight 
inches, und that of the tube, or hold- 
er, "..VI. Consequently the one has an 
area ten times larger than the other, 
and ten inches of water in the tube 
means that one inch has fallen in the 
collector. One inch ill the tuhe indi- 
cates a rainfall of a tenth of an inch 

After a rainstorm, the measurement 

is made with a slender flat stick 
graduated to inches und tenths, not 
eighths. The stick is thrust down in 
the tube perpendicularly, zero end 
first, and then quickly withdrawn. A 
glance will show how far up the scale 
lias been wet by immersion. If there 
is 2.3 inches of water in the tube, t he 
rainfall lias been 9M of un inch. 

The tutu- commonly oaed by the 

United States weather bureau at its 
Stations is U0 inches deep, und is 
cupuble of measuring a rainfall of 
two full inches, which is a great 
amount. However, to provide for u> 
still greater precipitation, it is cus- 
tomary to have un OVerioW attach, 
ment, shown at C. This is simply 
a circular can eight inches in diame- 
ter, into which the water flows when 
the tube B is full. In actual service 
the tube is set inside the can, and 
then the flaring top is adjusted to the 
tube. When more than two inches 
have fallen, the tube ean be emptied, 
and then the surplus from the cun 
poured ir. to be measured as the first 
installment was. 

The range may be made of tin or 
sheet copper. It is important that 
the diameters be strictly according 
to rule, in order to preserve the prop- 
er proportions between the area of 
the top and the cross section of the 
tube. It is also important that the 
instrument be set on level ground, 
or the center of a large flat roof, 
with no fence railing or other partial 
obstruction to the wind within ten 
or fifteen feet. No building should be 
nearer than 100 feet. Anything 
which will produce eddies will cuuse 
more rain, or less, to full into the 
gauge than fulls elsewhere. Conse- 
quently, great pains must be taken in 
exposing this apparatus, or the re- 
sults will be misleading. It is not 

unusual for two gauges placed only 

a few rods apart to give verv differ- 
ent indications, v v. Tribune.
